Speaking in answer to Mr. Prowse’s 
criticism that 18 millions of dollars 
of the’ provincial revenue is a gift 
from Ottawa under the Tax Transfer 
Agreement, Mr. Manning stated 
that far from such an amount beiag 
a-gift from the senior government, it 
represented only a rental payment 
for the Dominion government’s ex- 
clusive use of the various tax fields 
in which they have complete jurisdi:- 
tion during the life of the Tax Trans- 
fer Agreement. He pointed out to 
the House ti:at the Alberta Govern- 
ment will give serious consideration 
to the amounts now being allocated by 
Ottawa in these tax fields before 
agrecing to renew the agreement on 
the expiration of it spresent life.

BY-LAW NO. 385 


Being a by-law of the Town of Glei- 
chen setting the rates for the licens-

$3.00. After March 31st and prior 
to April 30th, for each dog $2.50 and 
for each bitch $3.50. After April 
80th all dogs or bitches remaining 
unlicensed shall be liable to destruc- 
tion at the discretion of the coun:

EDMONTON. — Road building in 
Alberta this year will surpass all ex- 
isting records according to budget 
figures issued. The estimate for 
main highway construction, capital 
and income account, is $13,705,000,

000 proposed for construction of the 
Trans-Canada Highway nor does it

ALBERTA TO 
INCREASE OLD 
AGE PENSION 


EDMONTON. — Alberta's old age 
pension will be increased to a maxi- 
mum of $50 a month, an increase of 
$2.50, if a proposal contained in 
Premier Manning’s budget speech re- 
ceives the assent of the ‘legislature.

‘Sask. To Test 
Hybrid Corn 


REGINA.—Possibility of introduc- 
ing hybrid corn in certain areas of 
southwest Saskatchewan is now 
being studied by agrigultural auppor- 
ities in the province, 

It is understood that the provincial 
field crops branch will likely distrib- 
ute hybrid corn seed under its for- 
age crops program fox the first time 
this year, 

Provided sufficient supplies will be 
available, this seed would be distrib- 
uted at cost, 

One strong feature of the hybrid 
corn is the fact that the seed can be 
well spaced and the plant grown on 
summerfallow land, In this way, 
the land could be utilized to grow a 
forage crop... 

The plant could also be grown as 
an ordinary crop on land which is 
not being summerfallowed, 

The hybrid corn seed is derived by 
crossing other corns. The seed pro- 
duces a hardy plant which gives 
much more corn than other varieties. 
Yields have been increased greatly 
as a result of its use in the United 
States. \ 

Tests have shown that the plant 
gives a fair yield even under dry 
conditions, In a very dry year, the 
hybrid corn may produce more for- 
age than any other type of crop if 
it is properly handled and the weeds 
kept out. The chemical 2,4-D, is 
said to be of considerable assistance 
in controlling weed growth where 
the cornseed is sown, 

The plant is recommended for use 
in’ areas where the elevation is not 
too high and the nights not: too cold.

We all tend to rush into a job at 
the first available opportunity, with 
the sole object of getting the job 
done as quickly as possible. Spring 
seeding is one of the jobs that is 
usually treated in this manner, and 
often with dire results. 

Im some seasons the earliest seed- 
ings give best results, but in most 
‘| instances there is an accompanying) 
disadvantage to hasty seedings 
Weeds, more often than not, start to 
grow as soon as the early seedings 
are completed and manage to be up to 
or ahead of the crop unless some 
preventive measures are taken, 

A few days delay in the seeding 
operation has proven beneficial in 
most seasons. Such a delay ‘will al- 
low for a cultivation to kill the first] ‘ 
crop ef weeds. A furtiver delay of 
a few days will allow for the killing 
of a second crop of weeds by use of 
the one-way seeder. Such procedure 
usually pays dividends, in that the 
cheapest weed killing is accofr- 
plished before seeding, a reasonably 
clean crop is insured, and the 
crop has a chance to make the best 
possible use of available moisture, 

If early seeding is deemed neces- 
sary, some form of post seeding 
cultivation may be useful, This may 
be done with a rod weeder run at 
a shallow depth after the seed has 
sprouted, or with a shallow set har- 
row, after. the crop is up but while 
the weeds are still small. 

At the present time we are fairly 
fortunate in having some selective 
weed killers that are useful for weed 
contro] in the growing crop. Such 
chemicals are of limited value only, 
as they are not equally effective on 
all weed species, and at the rates 
that are safe for the crop will not 
cause serious injury to the grass
